British Advance Qver A. 


Front of 3,000 Yards 
on SOMME Front 


London, Aug. 6.—The British offici- | 


al communication issued at 10 o’- 
clock last night is as follows: 

‘Including the capture of the Ger- 
man trenches reported this morning, 
|we during the last two days, pushed 
forward our line north and scuth cf 
Pozieres, some 400 to 600 yards over 
a front of about 3,000 yards. 

“Troops from AustraMa, Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex participated in 
this operation and consolidated the 
position won, despite the _ shell fire 
which was especially heavy near the 
Pozieres-Bahaume road. 

“Our artillery shelled laCource- 
lette and Miraumont, causing large 
explosions in both places. Ten gun 
! emplacements and three ammunition 


/stores were destroyed. The enomy 
attempted to seize a crater near 
Souchez, but was repulsed with 
bombs. 


| ‘There was smart activity between 
Hooge and St. Eloi, where the 
enemy exploded a small mine, but no 
movement followed. 

“The enemy’s aircraft showed lit- 
tle enterprise. Eight of their mach- 
ines scattered when engaged .by three 
of ours.’”

German Assassins Scored 
by Tribune 


‘‘Adored Heroes’’ Who Executed 

Irryatt Slaughtered ''wo Thousand 
New York, Jul) 2Y.—With the ex- 
ception of The ‘tribune, the New 
York papers this morning do not 
comment on Captain Iryatt’s execu- 


tion. 


The Tribune says: ‘‘In the year in 
which Captain Fryatt made the fatal! 
mistake of attempting to save his 
ship from destruction, Germany's 
licensed submarine assassins torped- 
oed and sank forty unarmed British 
v.ssels, without the slightest warn- 
ing of any sort. Those adored 
heroes of the Katherland succeeded 
in a single year in slaughtering more 
than two thousand helpless men, wo- 
men and children. But their victims 
were non-combatants; hence what 
they did was fair play, and in no 
sense comparable to the criminal at- 
tempt of Captain Fryatt to defend 
himself. The revenge of the German 
Government is what might be expect- 
ed. The cowardly method of warfare 
that has made the German navy dis- 
tinet from all others has been worth- 


ily upheld. Chivalry in this case 
would have been’ grossly inconsist- 
ent.”4 


DBFEND SAVAGERY 

Berlin, July 29.—Tho execution at 
Bruges on July 26 of Captain Char- 
les fryatt, of the British steamship 
Brussels, after trial by court-martial 
for attempting to ram a German 
submarine denotes a new phase in 
the controversy, over the sea rights 
of merchantmen. 

The German Government prize re- 
gulations issued before the beginning . 
of the war adopted the principie 
that merchantmen were not entitled 
to commit acts of war, and, it threat 
ened to treat as pirates those at- 
tempting to do so.

Julien and I’estubert than were 
wrought among the eraters of St.

were in use in Flanders. From the 
small order given in October, 1914, | 
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to be filled:in Canada, tho industry 
has grown until contracts aggregat- 
ing a half-billion dollars have been 
placed in Canada, exclusive of Rus- 
sian orders, and 140,000 Canadian 
workmen and 330 Canadian plants 
are producing the munitions that 
mean victory. From empty and fuse- 
less shells the Canadian munition in- 
dustry has been developed until 40,- 
000 shells of all calibres, complete in 
every respect, are being shipped daily 
across the Atlantic, Loading plants 
and fuse manufacturers have ‘been es- 
tablished in this country, immense 
plants manufacturing high explosives 
havg been erected in the great wastes 
of the north country; the new muater- 
ials are being smelted in this coun- 
try; and Canada’s contribution to 
the munition supply of the allies has 
reached that stage that no longer 
are contracts being placed in the 
United States. 

From the Canadian Pacific ports 
freighters carry vast cargoes of Can- 
adian-made munitions to Viadivos- 


tock to be shipped from there to the 
great Russian army smashing its 
way through the Carpathians and 
rending in twain the dual kingdom 
of the Hapsburgs, while from the 
Atlantic purts every day one or mory 
boats leave carrying to the allied 
armies on the west front munitions 
and still more munitions. he daily 
expenditure of the allied armies in 
Canada for munitions is equal to our 
total war expenditure in enlisting, 
mobilization, equipping and = main- 
taining our grand army of 350,000 
men. Truly, Canada is playing her 
part in furnishing of the three re- 
quisites to victory—men, money and 
munitions, 


FEEDING THE MOTHERLAND 


When in the spring of 1915, the 
federal government appealed to the 
Canadian farmers to do their share 
to meet the Empire’s food require 
ments, they did not appeal in vain. 
Great Britain’s annual wheat de- 
mands are about 400,000,000 bushels, 
and of this Canada produced last 
year, nearly 300,000,000 bushels he- 
yond her own requirements, And this 
enormous production was vitally im- 
portant to the Motherland, obviating 
the long haul from Argentine and 
Australia, when ocean tonnage was 
at a premium = and transportation 
charges a burden. 

During the past three months 1,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat a day has 
Jeft this country for Murcpe, keeping 
the marts of the Motherland suppli- 
ed, and. keeping within the mpire 
the Empire’s wealth, And that 
wealth is not lost to the Empire's 
cause, as the $300,000,U00 paid Can- 
ada for its wheat and flour is about 
the amount paid by Canada to main- 
tain its army to win victory for the 
Empire. All during the winter Brit- 
ish ships crowded the ports of St. 
John loading with supplies for the 
army of the Empire, and now the 
busiest scene in Canada is the Mont- 
real water front, where the produce 
of the Canadian farms is gathered 
and shipped across the Atlantic. 

Canadian miners are tunnelling un- 
der the German trenches; Canadian 
woodsmen are in the forests of king- 
land and Scotland providing fur the 
needs of the Motherland; Canadian 
Railwaymen are building under shell 
fire in Manders the necessary lines 
to carry supplies tu the troops and 
are mounting those big guns that 
are wrecking the German lines;, Can- 
adian men and women are tuiling 
daily in the hospitals at Cairo, Sal- 
onika, Malta and in Franco and 
England; and Canadians are to be 
found dotnmg their part in every work 
sharing the peril and privation in 
every place where danger hovers or 
their services are required. At home 
our people have learned charity and 
sacrifice during the great war, They 
have given of their wealth freely 
that those who have gone to the 
front may have no anxiety as to the 
welfare of dependents at home. Con- 
valescent hospitals have been secured 
for the weakened in body and spirit 
who return from the front; vacation- 
al schools established to assist them 
in their work after the war; and a 
pension scheme adopted, liberal and 
generous, that protects those who 
fought for the Empire from the fear 
of destitution when the war is over. 

VICTORIOUS LEADERSHIP 

Canada’s war record during the 
past year will make a glorious page 
in her history. When that page is 
written, next to the sacrifice of her 
sons, there will stand out the splen- 
did confidence of the Canadian pre- 
mier and his careful leadership — of 
Canadian manhood. He organized 
victory, he gave of his be:@ to the 
consummation of his ideal, a united 
and greater Britain. It was his 
sturdy and determined leadership 
that made possible Canada’s great 
war story of the past two years. It 
was not his fault that three Canadi- 
an dreadnoughts were not with 
Beatty off Jutland to hold the Ger- 
man fleet until Jellicoe finished — his 
work. The Borden dreadnoughts 
were torpedoed in Canada, not in thru 
North Sea He was not responsible 
for the racial strife that deprived 
this country of 30 per — cent. of its 
fighting strength, nor was he respon- 
sible for those railway problems that 
threatened our financial — stability 
when the peril of war challenged our 
British connection and national lib- 
erty.

Worn Novel Armor—Privates 
Get Helmets 


Frederick Palmer writes from Brit- 
ish Headquarters in France: “Score 
one for breastplates,” said an officer 
who had been doubled over by a shell 
fragment which hit him in the ‘abdo- 
men. Instead of a flow of blood 
crimsoning his blouse all that was 
visible through the rent in the cloth 
was an abrasion ‘on a steel surface. 
“But for your new corset your ,acrta 
would have been opened and you 
‘would have been dead by now,” the 
surgeon told him. 

Early in the war an officer who wore 
protection of this kind would have 
been frowned ‘on by -his féllows as 
ungoldierly. A type of corselét ‘of 
emall plates of highly temperéd steel 
Joined together by steel wires is being 
more and more worn by officers. Its 
structure adapts itself to the move- 
ments of the body, it weighs only a 
few pounds and, fitting snugly as a 
vest, itis not cumbrous. If the son of 
Lord Shaughnessy, president of the 
Canadian Pacific, who was Killed, had 
been wearing one, his life would have 
been saved. Since then Canadian 
commanders have strongly urged all 
their officers to buy corselets. 


Bullets Penetrate 


Of course, the corselet is worse than 
no protection against bullets, unless 
they are spent. Such is their power 
of penetration that they go through 
the thin steel, “mushrooming” and 
making a larger wound than if nothing 
hal been in their way. But in the 
trenches unless one shows his head 
above the parapet and in moving 
about in the shell zone in the rear 
of the trenches one {s rarely exposed 
to bullets, When an officer goes into 


' @ charge in face of machine gun and 


rifle fire he takes off his corselet. 

On average days in the trenches 
the main danger {is from shrap- 
nel bullets and fragments from 
shell explosions, which may inflict 
ugly and fatal wounds preventable by 
comparatively thin protection to such 
@ vulnerable substance as human 
flesh. Together a corselet and steel 
helmet pretty well shield vital parts 
from missiles of low veloeity. The 
use of the corselet is practically 
limited to officers, who pay for them 
out of their own pockets. The ex- 
pense and labor of supplying all ranks 
of a great army with them would seem 
out of the question. 


British Helmets Better 


But gradually all the British sol- 
diers are being supplied with the steel 
helmets after their successful use by 
the French who first introduced them. 
The French pattern is quite graceful 
beside the British which is round and 
somewhat the shape of a toadstool. 
The British is heavier than the 
French and there is method in its 
soup-plate grotesqueness. Thanks to 
{ts form, a bullet which strikes it in 
front, instead of going through the 
head as is the case with the French 
helmet, glances and follows the inside 
of the helmet, passing out at the rear.

Returning from the Viceroyship, 
Lord Hardinge had something to say 
of the afterinath of Canada’s troubles 
with certain Hindoos. Ne narrated 
that in the winter of 1914-15 about 
7,000 Sikhs returned to Indi from 
the western part of the United Statcs 
and Canada. They were imbued with 
revoluticnary ideas and were doublt- 
less under the impression that the 
whole country was ready to rise.

They commiét- 
ted all forts of excesses, net stopping 
at murder. THis was in February, 
19f5. 

Not only did they fail to subvart the 
population, but when the Government 
took in hand the task of suppressing 
disorders and hunting down the per- 
petrators, {t was invariably assisted 
by Sikh peasants, who, in numberless 
cases, themselves seized amd handed 
over the guilty’ parties to the autbori- 
ties in'the Punjab.- These returned 
Bikis were ‘undoubtedly parties to a 
conspiracy which had’ for its object 
to cause a general rising and gelze 
in the first instance, Ferozepore Ar- 
senal. It was through the unfalling

Why the Patriotic Fund is 
Not Raised by Taxation 


In view of the fact that a new 
campaign to raise money tor the Pa- 
trivtuce Fund will be started very 
shortly, the central comimyttee tor 
Southern Alberta has Just given out 
the following statement exphaiming; 
why the Patriotic Fund is raised by 
Vuluntary subscription instead of by 
taxation. 

Under the Canadian system of con- 
stitutional government the right of! 
direct taXatiun upon lands and simi- 
lur resuurces rests in the hands of 
the provincial governments and the 
municipalities. ‘The province of Al- 
berta would have the right to raise | 
money tur patriotic purposes by im-j 
posing a property and poll tax, but 
no legislation to that end has been 
passed and could nut now be enacted 
amd be made ellective in time tu pro- 
vide the fund needed this year to 
care for the soldiers’ dependents, and 
it must also be remembered that un- 
der existing conditions the collection 
oi taxes either by the provincial gov- 
ernment or the municipalities is So | 
slow that the dependents of soldiers: 
would starve before money from that | 
source would be available, and the 
cost of collecting the tax would 
at least ten times what it costs to 
collect the voluntary, contributions. 

The Dominion Guvernment could, 
of course, provide a patriotic fund 
by donating so many millions of dol- 
lars for that purpose, but the Gov- 
ernment’s outlay is already very 
much more than its income from 
taxation, and any additional outlay 
would have to be met by the isSu- 
ance of bonds. This would mean that 
the people of Canada, instead of pro- 
viding four the wives and children of 
our soldiers out of their income, 
would be providing for them out of 
borrowed moncy, which would jrave 
to be paéd back in years to come, 
and these same wives and children 
and such of the = soldiers as return 
would have to pay their share of this 
debt. It would be poor assistance to 
families of our noble defenders that 
had attached to it the condition that 
in years to come they must pay it 
back with interest in some form of 
taxation. ; 

Under the Canadian system reeruit- 
ing is voluntary, and it seems con- 
sistent that those who from inability 
or choice are not in uniform sould 
show their good spirit by a volun- 
tary contribution to the Patriotic 
Fund. To make the contribution com 
pulsory by taxation would remove 
from it all the virtue of a voluntary 
donation, and it is beljeved in these 
days, when the men at the front and 
their relatives are making such tre-

mendous sacrifices, there are few, if 
any, at home who do not wish to 
voluntarily make some contribution 
to the general cause. In order, hows 
ever, that those who attempt to 
evade their responsibility and wilk 
neither fight at the front nor contri, 
bute to the Patriotic Fund at home 
may be properly labelled, {t is the 
intention this year to publish not 
only lists of donations, but also lists 
of those who are known to be in a 
position to assist this cause and who, 
refuse to do so. 

It may be added that the whola 
question of taxation vs. voluntary, 
contribution has had the most seri- 
ous consideration by those who have 
the welfare of the Fund at heart, 
and the voluntary system seems the 
only present solution. By this volun- 
tary system able men and women are 
giving their services in whole or in 
part absolutely without charge and 
of the contributions 
which actually reaches the beneficiar- 
ies is’ very much greater than would 
be possible unde: any system of taxa 
tion, where all services rendered 
would have to be paid for. Iv is ulso 
worth pointing out that it is much 
easier to start some new form of 
tnxation than to get rid of it, and

THIS IS YOUR FIGHT 

The daily press Mondty spoke of 
the German government sending Ger- 
mans into Poland and takins forei- 
ble possession of lands in that cuun- 
try, compelling the natives to give 
up their homes and leave the country 
and giving the farms to the (er- 
mans, The same thing would cecur 
in Canada if the Huns were victori- 
ous and those sleek gnd_ prosperous 
farmers who to-day claim. this is not 
their fight and will not help the 
cause in any way, not even the pa- 


opinion that there is some little lack 
of ‘understanding’ of the bilingual 
question as it has existed, and does 
exist, in Canada to-day. Let us cite 
a point. 

This English paper referred to 
draws attention, for instance, to the 
speaking of the Welsh language in 
Wales, and this fact is mentioned, to 
our mind, for the purpose of proving 
that it is just as reasonable to ex- 
pect the French to speak the French 
language in a French district as for 
'Welshmen to use their own language 
lin Wales. But that is not a comparad 
tive case, to our way of thinking. 

As a matters of fact, no English- 
speaking person has ever thought of 
‘depriving the IFrench-Canadians — of 


‘their language in Quebec; that right 
1 


brought up without the least under- 
standing of the English language. 
The Ontario government has insisted 
that English shall be taught, but 
there has never been any attempt to 
prevent the toaching of French. 

What could be tairer than that 
Yet une agitators within that = pro- 
vince, whose people we are told we 
do not understand, are nut satisfied. 
‘the trouble-makers not only control 
their own province, but want to er- 
tend their control to all the other 
provinces, We agree, of course, that 
iu is not the rank and file of the hos- 
pitavle, kind-hearted, cuntented habi- 
tants who are responsible tor the 
trouble. ‘they are, however, untortu- 
nate enough to be under the thumb of 
agitating politicians and ambitious 
clericals whose aspirations, appar- 
ently, lead them to hope that th: 
French rave is going to overrun and 
dominate this whoie Knglish-speak- 
ing Dominion of Canada. 

Having made one concession after 
another for the sake of peace, we be- 
lieve that the English-speaking peo- 
ple would even go so far as to make 
some further concession if we could 
be assured that (Quebec would stop 
there. But there is no such assurance 
—the history of the past does not 
shuw that Quebec can be 
Thus the time has arrived when Eng- 
lish-speaking Canadians have either 
got to stand up and eppose this Que- 
bec invasion or practically get off 
the earth, so far as Canada 1s con- 
cerned, 

‘The person who thinks there is any 
war being waged against the French 
in the bilingual provinces is making 
a sad mistake; the war is being 
waged by the French against the 
English language as the official ton- 
gue of this country. If we do not un- 
derstand Quebec, it is not our fault; 
we have tried to understand it; have 
attempted to win its confidence, by 
conceding virtually 
ed by the French-Canadians for the 
past fifty years. But they have never 
permitted us to understand them ex- 
cept as unreasonable racial extrem- 
ists, and their leaders have met our 
offers of good-will and concession 
by further unreasonable demands and 
the grossest misrepresentation.

That was the era when swift pitching 
and the 45-foot distance was in vogue.

1891 and 1892 he could not reach the 
.800 mark—the only two years during

“In 1892 the folks began to count 
out Anson as a batter. But the next 
Beason the pitching distance, as I have 
said, was lengthened five feet—making 
it 60 feet altogether—and Anson 
took on a new lease of life.

GERMANY IS SELI-CONDEMNED 
(From The Wall Stecet Journil) 
Dr. von Jagow is anticipating the 

destruction of the Deutschland by an 
Allied war vessel. ‘Such an act,” 
he says, ‘‘would be a cowardly, das- 
tardly deed.’’ Without wishing to ar- 
gue the question of belligerent ethics 
involved, would it he unneutral to 
ask the Minister a few questions, 
like these? 

Does the German Government con- 
fer the Iron Cross as a vewarc for a 
“cowardly, dastardly deed’’? 

Do the German people proclaim 
holidays, decorate their cities and 
let school children march in proces- 
sions to celebrate “cowardly, das- 
tardly deeds’’? 

If a Government orders its naval 
commanders to sink vessels without 
warning, is it taking upon itself the 
responsibility for ‘‘eowardly, dastard 
ly deeds’’?

‘language has been on the school cur- 
riculum for years in conjunction with 
the English language. In school dis- 
tricts where the English, Irish and 
Scotch people have predominated in 
the past French was not denied the 
| French-Canadian pupils; but. the mo- 
ment those same districts attained a 
| French majority— which appears to 
have been in keeping with the aspir- 
ations of the Quebec clement —Enz- 
lish disappeared altogether from 
those schools, in dozens of cases. Is 
that justice as it has heen meted out 
;to our French-Canadian  fellow-citi-

ba want it. But it has been forced 
on those provinces, despite every leg- 
itimate attempt to avoid it, and in 
the latter after settlement in 1897, 
which it was hoped would forever 
end the racial squabbles in Canada. 
Our patience has become exhausted 
at last, and there is apparently no- 
thing for it but the inevitable ‘‘show- 
down” which developments indicate 
should have taken place twenty-five 
years ago. 

The lnglish-speaking people, we 
assert, do not resent the speaking of 
any other language in Canada. It 
would be much better for us if every 
child in the Dominion had a know- 
ledge of both French and English. 
What we do resent is the exclusion 
of English and the _ teaching ,.; of 
French in its stead. We have never 
excluded the French language where 
there are French childrens but in On- 
tario the French have excluded the 
English language from the separate 
schools with an English minority al- 
most the moment the latter became 
a minority. 

Perhaps “Mr. Hawkes has not been 
in Canada long enough to ‘‘under- 
stand Quebec.’’ But we believe we 
do. Our understanding of it began 
when Louis Riel was a racial hero 
of that province, and from that timo 
down to the present moment Quebec 
has never failed to supply us with 
the material which would cnable a 
better understanding of its aims and 
objects.

Entire Defense Scheme Based Still on 
Land’s Low Level 


An attack on Holland from the sea 
is theoretically almost impossible. The 
coast for the most part is low and 
sandy with a great stretch of shallow 
water which prevents large boats ap- 
proaching nearer than half a dozen 
miles. The few openings at the ports 
are protected with cunningly planned 
forts where great guns could pound 
6 hostile squadron to pieces without 
themselves being in serious danger. 
But the unique features of Holland's 
defense system is on the land. If at- 
tacked from the east, the Dutch 
would almost immediately abandon 
the eastern half of their country. No 
large cities stand here and the land 
js of ttle value compared with the 
western half. Wilhelmina’s armies 
could retire behind wvat is known as 
the New Holland Water Line. A 
stretch of country starting from the 
south shore of the Zulder Zee and ex- 
tending south and then west until it 
reaches the Holland Deep just west 
of the mouth of the Rfver Meuse (or 
Maas) would be flooded to a depth 
of one foot. On the west edge of this 
gigantic.moat stands a line of strong 
fortresses commanding it. The only 
ways across this moat are roads, rail- 
way lines and river banks. These are 
higher than the sea level, while most 
of the land is well below the sea, in 
some places as much as twenty feet. 
All these causeways could be raked by 
a harrowing fire from the barrier forts. 

The Dutch could flood the country 
much deeper, but they do not wish to 
do so. A foot of water prevents navi- 
gation even in flat bottom boats. It 
also prevents wading for several rea- 
sons. The ground below the water 
becomes a soggy mass in which the 
feet sink and are held. The country 
is cut up with many canals, ponds and 
other depressions into which soldiers 
of an invading army would fall and 
perish. The Dutch have plenty of men 
to defend this line—for an enemy 
could only use a few men against 
them. Even if the enemy, with in- 
credible labor coyld build enough 
passageways across the water line to 
storm the defenses in the rear the 
Dutch would not have to yield. They 
would then retire to a second and 
stronger water line, starting at the 
same place as the first and making a 
great circle to the westward and north- 
ward to terminate on the Zuider Zee 
again. Amsterdam is about in the 
centre of this water line. 


WORLD'S GREATEST. 
ATHLETE A FAILURE 


Indian Jim Thorpe of Olympic and 
Football Fame a Burden to 
Glants Despite Efforts 


Jim Thorpe, the great Indian ath- 
lete whose failure to make good with 
the Giants demonstrated that there 
are limits to his versatility, was born 
May 28, 1888, on a farm near Prague, 
Okla. He is a Sac/and Fox Indian. 
Against major league twirling Thorpe 
did not become in years much better 
than he was when he started with 
the Giants, although he does fairly 
well in the big minors. In 1916 with 
the Jersey City and Harrisburg clubs 
of the International league he batted 
near the .300 mark. When McGraw 
signed Thorpe he gave the Indian an 
fronclad contract for three years at 
$5,000 per annum. It was a mighty 
poor investment for McGraw, but it 
was no indication of lack of astute- 
ness on his part, for Thorpe’s past 
achievements in the athletic field 
made him look HNke a mighty promis- 
ing candidate for baseball honors. 

Some of the Giants declare that 
Thorpe might have made good if he 
had paid more attention to diet. In 
the training camps the redskin had 
the reputation of being the champion 
eater of the world, and it is alleged 
that he got outside of more food at 
breakfast than some of the men con- 
sumed during the entire day. 

Made Money, Anyway 

If he failed to attain his ambition 
to shine as a star in the National 
league, Jim has consolation In the fact 
that he made a neat little bale of kale 
out of his experience. Most of the 
money he received from the Giants 
has been invested in farm land in 
Oklahoma, and he will be able to be- 
come un agriculturist on a large scale. 
His services as a football coach are 
also in great demand. 

The Olym;ic hero made himself a 
favorite with the Giants and with the 
players of all the clubs on which he 
has worked. Unless his prodigious 
appetite be called a vice, he took good 
care of himself, and his failure to stick 
with the Giants was not due to lack 
of trying. It was the slow curve thut 
got Thorpe's goat in his attempts to 
win a place in the majors. The bend- 
ers baffied the eagle eye of the Indian 
and left him helpless. His fielding 
was fair, but not remarkable, and 
even in his base-running Thorpe did 
not make use of his marvelous speed 
to the best advantage. He used his 
head, but his conclusions were as 
often wrong as right. 


“Parabolitis” 


Thorpe being a college chappie, 
thought up a name for his ailment 
while with the Giants. He said he was 
afflicted with parabolitis, which, ac- 
cording to Jim, is a disease which pre- 
vents a man from getting the proper 
hitting slant on a curve ball. Thorpe’s 
failure to make good under the main 
tent is but another proof of the theory 
that ball players are born and not 
made. A _ successful ball player is 
something more than an athlete. 


HARD GOLFING SPOTS 


Use o fBrassey Often Good, But 
Rather Risky 

A spared vrassey shot to the green 
from a distance that should really 
be a full cleek or mid-iron play is 
one of the most satisfactory shots, but 
it is often a risky one to attempt. 
“The general idea is to take an open 
stance, the ball midway between the 
feet; to slip the Aands somewhat 
down the leather, to take only a 
medium swing, and to hold back in 
restraint instead of putting ginger into 
the stroke. There is always the risk 
of getting too much steam into the 
swing and of bringing up into trouble 
beyond the green. 

A spared shot should be a high 
one; your low, raking, rifle-bullet sort 
will generally carry or roll on into 
trouble. Height from a brasscy is as 
valuable as drag from an iron to 
check a roll on the green. The open 
stance and shortened grip will have 
their effect in pitching up the ball, 
and will make the spared shot a suc- 
cess. One of the original reasons for 


the creauon Or We orussey wao:w 
get the ball away from the ruts or 
stones on a road. Such roads are few 
and far between as hazards on Ameri- 
can courses, which is a good thing, 
but there are enough of them at St.

NEW TROLLING HOOK 


Catching Large Fish With a Teaspoon 
Is Easy 


Teaspoons may be made into allur.- 
ing trolling spoon hooks, of a size suit- 
able for catching large fish, by the 
addition of hooks, as shown in the 
sketch. Drill %-inch holes near the 
end of the spoon handle, the tip of 
the bowl, and near the handle of the 
latter. Procure three sets of triple 
hooks, a line swivel, and a strip of 
lead, about 1 inch long. Rivet one 
end of the swivel and the loop of cae 
of the triple hooks into the hole of 
the handle. Wire the lower end of 


this triple hook to the handle and 
with the same piece of copper wire 
secure a second triple hook at the 
thin part of the handle. Drill a hole 
through the lead strip and rivet it, 
together with a third triple hook, into 
the upper hole of the bowl. Fix the 
lower end of this hook by binding it 
with copper wire, through the hole 
near the tip of the bowl. 

This hook has been tested and is a 
deadly lure for rock cod, and other 
fish weighing up to 12 pounds. Rock 
bass have ulso been caught with it. 
By permitting the lure to sink to the 
bottom and bringing it up a yard or 
two with a quick jerk, it acts as a 
“jig” bait. It may also be used in 
trolling. Once a fish has struck, it is 
seldom able to  escape.—Popular 
Mechanics.
